warrant has been issued for the 
arrest of Prof. Daniel EUsberg 
for , unauthorized possession of 
top secret documents and fail- 
ure to return them, the Justice 
Department announced today. 


The warrant was signed just 


before midnight EDT Friday hy 
U.S. Magistrate Venetta S. Tas- 
aopulis in I.os Angeles, where a 
grand jury has been investigat- 
ing the leak of secret Pentagon 
documents pertaining to U.S. in- 


volvement in Vietnam. 


In Los Angeles, the Justice 


Department attorney in charge 
of the grand jury probe, Paul 
Vincent, said Ellsberg had not 
been arrested. Vincent said he 
did not know where federal 
agents were looking for Ells- 
berg.

been published, then barred by 
the courts, in.

The Justice Department an- 


nouncement said Ellsberg's first 
wife, Carol, was one of four per- 
sons whose sworn affidavits ac- 
companied the complaint and 
warrant. 


She said in the deposition, the 


department announced, -that she 
learned in October 1969 that her 
husband made Xerox copies "of 
a large number of documents, 
some of which bore the classifi- 
cation 'Top Secret.' After Xe- 
roxing, he cut the classification 
off." 


She further stated she told 


EUsberg what he was doing was 
"a crimjnal act and he could go 
to jail for it." 


"Daniel EUsberg told me he 


had done nothing illegal and 
there was no Official Secrets 
Act in this country," the woman 
said. 
OTHER AFFIDAVITS 


The 
other 
affidavits 
were 


signed by an FBI agent, Cort- 
land J. Jones, of Washington; 
the top secret control officer for 
the Rand Corp., Jan Butler; and 
Richard Best, security officer 
for Rand Corp. 


The Rand employes said in 


their 
affidavits that Ellsberg 


had access to.27 of the 47 vol- 
umes of the set at various times 
between Oct. 23, 1969, and April 
7, 1970, the Justice Department 
said. 


Butler said Ellsberg was nev- 


er given permission to take any 
of the documents out of the cor- 
poration's facilities in Santa Mo- 
nica, .Calif.,

Hoffa Again Asks For Freedom 


W A S H I N G T O N '(AP) - 


James R, Hoffa has made a new 
bid for freedom from federal 
prison, but not until he shed all 
vestiges of office in the giant 
Teamsters Union he once con- 
trolled. 


In an application filed late 


Friday by his son with the U.S. 
Board of Parole, Hoffa seeks re- 
consideration of the board's re- 
fusal last March to parole him 
from a 13-year term for mail 
fraud and jury tampering. 


The liming of the move—the 


day after his resignation from 
all offices in Teamsters affiliates 
—heightened 
speculation 
the 


N i x o n 
administration 
had 


passed word that Hoffa's only 


chance for early release was a 
complete break with the union. 
NEW PRESIDENT 


Chairman George J. 
Reed 


said the parole board would con- 
sider the application for a re- 
hearing on July 7, three days 
after the Teamsters ar^ to se- 
lect a new president at their Mi- 
ami Beach convention. 


Reed said the board can grant 


a rehearing only if "new and 
substantial infprmalion" is pre- 
sented. 
Presumably, the new 


and 
substantial 
information 


would be that Hoffa no longer 
holds any office in the world's 
largest union, He resigned th« 
Teamslers presidency 
earlier 


this month. 


Two separate decisions could 


confront 
the 
board. 
Fjrst, 


whether or not to grant the re- 
hearing. That requires only two 
votes. 


Second, 
if a rehearing 
is 


granted, whether or not lo grant 
parole. This would take a ma- 
jorijy of the board's eight mem- 
bers. 


The former union leader has 


been in the Lewisburg,' Pa., 'fed- 
eral <prison since March of 1967. 
When he entered, he faced only 
an eight-year sentenca for jury 
tampering. 


But shortly before the board 


was to take up his care last 
March, the Supreme Court reaf- 
firmed a mail fraud conviction, 


which added five years to his to- 
tal prison term. 


Although the five-year 
sen. 


tence was indeterminate and 
technically did not affect Hof- 
fa's eligibility for parole, it un- 
doubtedly was a factor in the 
board's denial at that time. 


Since the March 31 decision, 


Hoffa has sought unsuccessfully 
to have a federal district court 
consolidate his sentences so that 
they 
would 
run concurrently 


rather than consecutively. He 
also sought, unsuccessfully, a 
Supreme Court review of his 
jury tampering conviction.

orial criticizes Benton Harbor's 
State Senator Charles 0. Zollar 
for filing: a bill to exempt pro- 
ceased fruits and vegetables from 
personal property tax. Since Zol- 
lar is a fruit grower, among 
other things, the editorial infers 
he is grinding his own axe. 


The editorial is reprinted for a 


couple, of reasons. First, it ap- 
pears to be a classic example of n 
statement in which the writer 
has either not done his home- 
.work or chosen not to let the 
facfe get in the way of his 
prejudice. 


The second reason for publish- 


ing the editorial is that reader 
Calabeek is a highly respected 
teacher of history and political 
science at Lake Michigan College 
here. His comment deserves at- 
tention, and hjs questions de- 
serve reply. 


This is the second consecutive 


year that Senator 
Zollar has 


attempted to put through legisla- 
tion to exempt processed fruits 
and vegetables from the personal 
property tax. This 
newspaper 


supported his efforts last year, 
and it does so again this year. 
Michigan's personal property tax 
penalizes food processors unfair- 
ly r e l a t i v e to other manu- 
facturers within the state. And it 
puts Michigan food processors at 
a competitive disadvantage with 
processors l o c a t e d in other 
states. 


Unlike a conventional manu- 


facturing enterprise which can 
tailor its production so that it 
has 
low inventories on Mich- 


igan's Dec. 31 tax date, canners 
and food processors must pro- 
duce a year's supply of processed 
fruits and vegetables during the 
It's An Old 
Custom 


Despite jests about Saturday 


night baths, the art of bathing is 
not new. This information is on 
the authority of a trade associa- 
tion which has traced bathing 
back to the earliest beginnings of 
civilization. 


Showers have been traced back 


further than bathtubs. It seems 
5,000 years ago a Babylonian 
king had a tub-less bathroom in 
which he stood while servants 
threw water 
over him. T h e 


earliest traces of bathtubs were 
ruins of elaborate affairs left by 
the Romans. Many were carved 
from solid marble and had acces- 
sories and fittings of solid silver 
and sometimes gold. 


Hollowed out logs were among 


the earliest bathtubs in America 
where the first enameled iron 
tub was introduced in 1870. 
From these beginnings have de- 
veloped the present-day plush 
affairs 
which in their many 


varied colors rival the produc- 
tions of the Roman era. 


The Roman bather had none of 


the extras which modern man 
enjoys, the soaps, the bubble 
lotions, the powders, and other 
things without which many in 
this day and age would not dip 
tentative toes in their bathwater 
or turn the controls on their 
showers. How the pioneer made 
o u t w i t h plain water 
is a 


mystery. 
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short harvest season — summer 
and fall — and hold the supply 
for 
distribution 
to consumers 


throughout the entire year. It is 
therefore 
impossible for 
food 


processors to arrange their pro- 
duction schedules so as to result 
in minimum inventories on tax 
dates. 
O t h e r manufacturers 


make no bones about doing so. 


The inability to adjust 
in- 


ventories ' results 
in 
excessive 


personal property taxes (as com- 
pared to manufacturers general- 
ly) being levied on canners and 
food processors inside the state. 


Michigan 
canners and 
food 


processors are particularly hard 
hit by personal property taxes on 
inventories inasmuch as their 
competitors in New York and 
Pennsylvania pay no 
personal 


prbperty taxes on inventories. 
The State of New York levies no 
personal property tax on inven- 
tories or on machinery and 
equipment. The State of Indiana 
has recently amended its tax law 
to reduce personal property tax 
on canners and food processors 
by 90 per cent. 


Michigan canners and food 


processors who must compete in 
the national market with canners 
and freezera in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and Indiana are there- 
fore seriously handicapped by 
the excessive personal property 
tax levied on their inventories in 
the state of Michigan. These 
taxes have not only resulted in 
reduced profits, but have de- 
pressed the price processors can 
pay Michigan farmers for their 
fruits and vegetables. Michigan's 
agriculture industry is sick. If it 
is to survive and grow, the tax 
relief provided by Senator Zol- 
lar's bill is vitally necessary. 


It should be noted that Senator 


Zollar's 
bill 
does not 
relieve 


eanners and food processors of 
taxation on- b u i l d i n g s , ma- 
chinery and equipment. These 
assets remain on the tax rolls 
just as they have always been. 
The bill provides relief only for 
taxes on inventories. 


Senator Z o 11 a r 's a wealthy 


man. But he made his money as 
an industrialist, not as a fruit 
grower. He became a farmer and 
•nurseryman later on. He is not 
trying- to pad his own pocket; 
he'll do very nicely, thank you, 
whether his orchards make him 
a profit or not. He is trying to 
save Michigan's food processing 
and agriculture industries. 


If Michigan's processors fade 


or die, it won't be long before the 
state's fruit and vegetable grow- 
ers do, too. And that would be a 
disastrous economic blow to the 
Fruit Belt senatorial district that 
Sen. Zollar represents. 


The Grand Rapids Press and 


Reader C a l s b e ' e k have every 
right, of course, to oppose Sen. 
Zollar's bill. The facts of the 
situation, however, cei'tainly do 
not bear out their personal in- 
ferences against the senator. 


Reader Calsbeek was chairman 


of the LMC faculty salary nego- 
tiation team this past fall. He 
was credited by both sides with 
doing a good job. But in the 
process, he and other teachers 
picked up a healthy extra slug of 
taxpayers' money in the way of 
pay boosts. We haven't heard 
that 
anyone 
a t t a c k e d him

Bertweit said the center opened in late May but has been 


handicapped in finding summer jobs for youths by the high 
unemployment rate in Berrien county. He said" his staff would 
"keep plugging awaj- but urged local business and industry and 
even homeowners to contact the center if they have ahv jobs 
for area youths. 
' 


The center is located at 345 Twelfth street at the corner of 


Market abput a block north of the -K-Mart parking lot The 
office Is open from 8:30 to 4:30 Monday through Friday 


The center is sponsored by the Twin Cities' Chamber of 


Commerce, the Michigan Employment Securities commission 
(MESC) and the Area Resources Improvement council (ARIC). 
ME?C and ARIC have sponsored a summer youth employment 
program since 1967 but this year were joined by the Chamber of 
Commerce in opening the center, Bertweit said. 


MESC furnished the staff, ARIC donated the office space, and 


ARIC and the chamber of commerce are making contacts for 
job commitments. 'Die chamber sent out 1,100 promotional 
letters and ARIC mailed out another 400 requesting jobs for 
youths this summer, but local business and industry have 
responded with only 45 jobs, Bertweit explained. Another 10 
youths have been placed in a special program with the 
Michigan Highway Department. 


Bertweit said he "is very impressed with the young people 


seeking jobs. I am getting good feedback from employers about 
attitudes of the youths they interview. These kids show great 
persistence and enthusiasm for joining the work force and 
many won't be able to go back to high school without a job this
